The stale highway department has awarded 
an engineering contract to a Harrisburg consult­ 
ing firm to draw up final designs for a connect­ 
ing link between the Delaware Expressway and 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike. 


The firm, Anthony Erdman and Associates 
Inc., will conduct a survey and draw up plans, 
designs and estimates for the 2.5-mile spur to 
connect the expressway (Interstate 95) at Route 
413 (Rodgers Road) in Bristol Township, where 
it now terminates, with the turnpike bridge 
over Route 13, Edgely. Work on the plans is to be 
completed within 12 months. The engineering fee 
is $180,708.

The engineers will re­ 
port to the Borough Council and 
the Sewer Authority, at the ear­ 
liest possible date, their recom­ 
mendation for the exact amount 
of the bond issue. 
Bids for the sale of the bonds 
will be received on or about 
Feb. 16. 
Construction is expected 
to 
start shortly after settlement on 
the sale of the bonds. Anyone

to 
purchase 
bonds 
should contact the 
successful 
bidder. 
An authority spokesman said 
it is the intent of the sewer au­ 
thority to assess an annual sew­ 
er rental, based upon water con­ 
sumption. and billed to the prop­ 
erty owner on a quarterly basis. 
In reference to multiple dwel­ 
ling units, the total sewage ren­ 
tal charge will be divided by 
the number of units, so that 
each unit will pay at least the 
minimum charge. 
The spokesman 
said the au­ 
thority realizes that this con­ 
struction will raise questions for 
the individual property owner. 
In the near future, a brochure 
will be published giving detailed 
information which should ans­ 
wer most questions, he added.
